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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS, THIRTY-SIXTH 
ANNUAL SESSION THE MEDICAL 


SOCIETY THE STATE CALI- 
FORNIA. 


Another year has been engrossed upon the roll 
history since last met, and hope that the meet- 
ing are now entering upon may prove every 
one you rich scientific worth any that 
have preceded the history this Society. The 
year that has just passed has given nothing new 
startling, either medicine surgery, but 
has settled some vexed questions, and has shown 
steady progress upward and onward. One the 
greatest movements the day our own country, 
the growth our medical societies. 
from Maine California, and from Washington 
Florida, the medical men are awaking the ad- 
vantages derived from their medical associa- 
tions. Our own State Society has grown within 
the past few years, into august body that 
credit the profession California. has 
reached out and covered almost the entire State, 
and still growing. proud that have borne 
even small part this great work. quarter 
century ago, when joined this Society, had 
about 300 members, and was rent contending 
factions. Now climbing rapidly toward the 
2,000 mark, and still progressing. Even 
humble stone that helped the erection this 
great edifice, lasting honor. But count not 
alone the growth this great Mother Society, but 
also the nursing into activity the county units. 
Here where the greatest good the rank and 
file the profession accomplished. Here the local 
jealousies are smoothed away; man meets man, and 
personal contact erases the prejudices that cause 


enmity, and lays the foundation for respect and 
esteem. 


fifty years ago since this Society was founded, 
and fitting that should pause moment and 
look back over the last half century, and recall the 
labors our fathers. Let contemplate the 
founding, the growth, the history, and the present 
condition this Association. 


March 12th, 1856, seventy-six physicians 
gathered together the City Sacramento, and 
organized the Medical Society the State Cali- 
fornia. During the session four more names were 
added, and the Society started out with active 
membership eighty—a respectable number. Dr. 
Keene was chosen president, and served one 
year. very interesting fact connected with this 
session, and one worthy note, was that resolu- 
tions were introduced recommending the establish- 
ment medical journal, and that Dr. Morse 
undertook the task under certain provisions. 
was publish quarterly journal medicine and 
surgery under the conditions that two hundred sub- 
scribers secured, five dollars per annum. There 
are records show that the enterprise was ever 
started. 1857 the meeting was again held 


Sacramento, and Dr. Henry Gibbons was elected 
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President. 1858 the annual session was held 
San Francisco, and Dr. Stout became Presi- 
dent. 1859 the Society returned Sacramento, 
and Dr. Ellis received the honor the presi- 
dency. 

Here comes interregnum eleven years, dur- 
ing which time the society fell pieces. The reason 
for this was doubt two-fold. Firstly, there was 
law any way regulating the practice medi- 
cine the State California, and every man was 
governed his own desires. man was gen- 
tleman acted accordingly; was not, could 
guilty any indirection and there was re- 
dress. Secondly, there occurred dire disaster 
our country this time that shook the very founda- 
tions the nation, and wonder our society fell. 
allude the Civil War. those you who 
lived through that awful period comes the memory 
inflamed passions and insane hatreds. Fathers 
took arms and went forth against their sons, and 
brother went out against brother. The warmest 
friends became alienated the bitterest partisan- 
ship, and there was peace the land. Cali- 
fornia, where partisan opinion was pretty evenly 
divided, the storm and stress civil war absorbed 
all men’s minds, and, said before, was 
wonder our society went down the ruins. 

October 19th, 1870, answer general 
call, meeting was held San Francisco, and the 
Society reorganized. result, the Society was 
incorporated November 1870, Dr. Lo- 
gan, President. From this date onward, this So- 
ciety has been fairly satisfactory state, and has 
been doing good work. 1876 the registration 
law was passed, and caused considerable friction. 
The medical school question was always evi- 
dence for twenty years, and the Society was prac- 
tically divided into two rival camps. ‘To quiet in- 
dividuals like myself, who always worked for peace 
and harmony, was most trying time. The war- 
ring factions would cry peace,” but there was 
peace. Conditions, however, slowly but surely 
improved, and 1900 the suggestion was broached 
that the Society reorganized broader and 
more liberal basis. matter came again 
1901 Sacramento, and committee was appointed 
prepare constitution and by-laws for reorganiza- 
tion. the same time the matter abandoning 
the Annual Volume Transactions, 
tuting therefor medical journal, was first sug- 
gested. reorganization committee reported 
the meeting San Francisco 1902, and their 
recommendations, with the constitution 
laws presented, were adopted. Some needed changes 
were made the following year Santa Barbara, 
and this Society entered upon new era peace 
and prosperity. November this same year 
our STATE JOURNAL entered upon its career use- 
fulness. 1903 the annual publication the 
Register and Directory was begun, which con- 
venient and useful. 1856 this society started out, 
before noted, with membership 80. 
our ranks stand 1768 strong. Have not reason 
banner, and keep ever the front!

During the year just passed there has been 
strong effort made discredit these drugs the 
best medical journals, and also few first-class 
secular publications. the general interest taken 
the subject, hope will pardoned for occu- 
pying your time this trite topic. believe the 
battle against “patent” medicines must mainly 
fought outside our profession. The educated 
physician who would prescribe nostrum 
for his patient, lacking good sense, take 
for granted can depend upon all within our 
ranks discourage the use secret remedies, and 
explain their ill effects their patients. 
opinion that far can go. only court 
trouble attacking the traffic publicly, the great 
daily press against us. Whole pages the great 
journals are filled with the advertisements 
quacks, wonder workers and nostrums, 
interest ranges them against and favor their 
patrons. Every physician who takes action against 
the ignorant quacks, the advertised nostrums 
the day will find himself overwhelmed the sneer- 
ing attacks the press, and will accused fight- 
ing them through interested motives, or, other 
words, because they cut into his income. 
thrice irritating, because the physician working 
continuously deprive himself occupation and 
revenue, trying overcome disease preven- 
tion, instead earning increased revenue treat- 
ing it. 

But the proprietary medicine nuisance differ- 
ent. have quiet remedy our own hands 
will use it. simply lies better education 
our colleges. all these institutions the present 
day, the subject materia medica neglected. 
What matters the student fully instructed 
all subjects concerning disease, provided not 
trained the use the arms needed combat the 
same? Let illustrate. Some eighteen months 
ago served one occasion with the State Board 
Examiners. subject was materia medica. 
There was class 34, and this number 
were being examined regular medicine. One 
the questions was, are the four official al- 
kaloids Cinchona bark?” “What are the official 
salts Not one single applicant answered 
either clause the question correctly, nor even 
earned per cent credits them. Next followed 
the question, the official preparations Digi- 
talis, with simple question that first 
year’s studert should answer, yet two-thirds the 
applicants fell down most lamentably.

tions and dosage Rhubarb? What is. Scammony 
and what its active Not one gave 
complete answer the first clause the question, 
and the latter one seemed know any- 
thing about it.

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young students, just out from under the wing 
their alma mater, who knew almost nothing about 
these three common drugs. What will those men 
when they out into the world practice their 
profession? are ignorant drugs, and 
what they will, and will not do, that they listen 
open-mouthed when the glib-tongued agent 
proprietary medicine comes along and vaunts its 
worth. The young practitioner told that the drug 
almost infallible certain class ailments, and 
that sold only through the profession. 
commences use it, and, facilis decensus averni. 
rapidly slides downward from one abomination 
another, until has become victim the pro- 
prietary medicine habit. 


Now, you ask, what your remedy? First, let 
our medical colleges give better courses materia 
medica. the student the nature of, and how 
handle, the weapons must use when enters 
the list against Death. Next, let every professor 
warn his students, time and again, never 
use anything but approved and standard medicines. 
this done, the young graduate will out into 
the world with wider knowledge, and better 
armamentarium. 


Two years ago, when this Society met Paso 
Robles, presented plea for State laboratories. 
Their necessity still exists, and think the pro- 
vince this urge their establishment, and 
awaken the people the need such institu- 
tions. Our State Board Health has secured 
privileges for the examination cultures, which 
great assistance the profession the country. 
But these not far enough. need two 
fully equipped laboratories, one Los Angeles and 
the other Sacramento. Owing climatic con- 
ditions which cannot overcome, our water supply 
throughout the State becomes poor the latter part 
the dry season. needs the closest watching 
prevent its, somewhere, becoming inimical man. 
The germs found are mostly harmless sapro- 
phytes, but this stage, the introduction colony 
Bacillus Typhosus into this already poor water, 
means calamity the community using it, unless 
the invading foe promptly detected. 
costly thing have bacteriological examination 
water made, and yet the health whole com- 
munities often depends upon it. few colonies 
Bacillus Typhosus may not mean much the out- 
set great water supply, but they detected 
early, widespread epidemics may prevented. But 
there use enlarging upon the necessity these 
institutions. sure that, with myself, you are 
all favor them. only resolves itself into the 
question, ““What are you do?” leave the ques- 
tion with this Society. 


lay down axiom, “When you have se- 
cured medical legislation, enforce it,” otherwise 
your laws fall into contempt. law disregarded 
worse than law. Time, effort and money have 
been expended California procure just and 
equitable medical law. have it, but outside 


the beneficial efforts achieved our State Board 
The rea- 


Examiners, gives little satisfaction. 
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son this that law will not enforce itself, and 
there has been one whose duty see en- 
forced. Some spasmodic efforts have been made, 
here and there, carry out the law, some which 
have been successful, and many unsuccessful. Our 
present medical legislation was procured for the 
good the public, wel las for our own protec- 
tion, but you cannot make the public understand 
that. They look upon class legislation, and 
have sympathy with it. Hence there hesi- 
tancy the part the public and its 
stables, prosecuting attorneys, and even judges—to 
properly prosecute and deal with cases brought be- 
fore them under this act. They “can’t see anything 
it. Theoretically our law officers are expected 
enforce all laws. Practically they never have done 
so, and never will. fact may well face. 
Our prosecuting officers are the creatures the 
public; elected the public, and dependent 
for re-election. are sensitive every 
breeze public opinion, the thermometer 
varying temperature. Let honest prosecutor un- 
dertake enforce the law, and the whole daily 
case advertising quack who being justly 
prosecuted. The immense advertising patronage 
bestowed the press the quacks, charletans and 
vile creatures that ilk, indirectly bribes the press 
into their support these people. Under the vol- 
ume obloquy, abuse and sneers bestowed upon 
him, strong man who will persist vig- 
orous prosecution. Now, then, what shall do? 
societies, State, District and County, not 
seem able cope with the evil. Some county so- 
cieties make spasmodic efforts carry out the law, 
(and usually with more success the county than 
the city), but they soon get weary well doing. 
This parent society seems helpless, and the law lies 
contempt. 


What the remedy for this? Surely there must 
remedy after disease has been thoroughly ex- 
amined and diagnosed. Well, not new one, 
like many our best medicine, has been 
advocated before. paid attorney kept 
the service this society obey calls. Then 
could cover, practically, the whole State with 
systematic organization State and County So- 
cieties. submit this for your careful consideration, 


and believe that for the object view our members 


would cheerfully pay higher dues meet the ex- 
pense, needed. paid attorney would outside 
political and other adverse interests, and would 
procure convictions where failure attends under 
present conditions. 


important movement recently entered upon 
the American Medical Association that 
attempting standardize and elevate medical edu- 
cation. well worthy our support, and call 
your most serious attention the matter. The 
American Medical Association has adopted the fol- 
lowing standard requirements requisite the 
practice medicine: 
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“1, Preliminary requirements are high 
school education its equivalent, such would 
admit the student one our recognized univer- 
sities. 

Preliminary requirements passed upon 
state official, such the superintendent 
public instruction, and not official the 
medical college. 

medical training medical college, hav- 
ing four years not less than thirty weeks each 
year, hours per week actual work. 

Graduation from approved medical col- 
lege required entitle the candidate examina- 
tion before state examining board. 

The passing satisfactory examination be- 
fore state examining board.” 

would therefore recommend that order 
carry out the foregoing, you alter the by-laws this 
society enable appoint committee the 
advancement medical education, co-operate 
with that the national society. Any power 
now have vested our commitee public policy 
and legislation, and the scope this committee 
does not properly cover this work. The duties 
this committee could inserted our by-laws and 
have been advised the Council Medical Edu- 

committee Medical Education shall con- 
sist three members; one member shall elected 
serve for one, one for two, and one for three 
years, thereafter one member shall elected each 
year serve for three years. 

functions the committee shall (1) 
co-operate with the state examining board mat- 
ters pertaining medical education; (2) make 
annual report the House Delegates the 
existing condition medical education the state; 
(3) co-operate with the Council Education 
the American Medical Association the United

And beg 
you, ladies and gentlemen, give good at- 
tendance. arriving San Francisco, the coun- 
try members are surrounded the seductions 
great city, whilst the San Francisco members are 
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led astray the seductions attending their 
own practice. Hence the attendance meetings 
held this city always less than should be. 
Try and better this year, and fill our hall 
with attentive audience. poor encourage- 
ment our working members when their papers, 
which have been expended both time and thought, 
have read empty seats. Don’t give good 
work black eye that way, but attend well 
you did one year ago, Riverside, and everyone 
will pleased. 


REPORT THE COUNCIL. 


The Council has held four meetings and has 
taken three mail ballots questions minor im- 
portance submitted it. Early the present year 
suffered loss one its distinguished mem- 
bers the person Dr. Thomas Ross, who had 
been member the Council since its commence- 
ment the reorganization the Society, April, 
1902. Dr. Ross’s death occurred 
before the meeting the State Society, the va- 
cancy thus caused has not been filled. 

authorized the House Delegates the 
last meeting, the practice having the books and 
accounts audited the Auditing Committee, has 
been abandoned. The Auditing Committee care- 
fully audits all disbursements before they are made, 
and expert accountant examines the books and 
accounts closed December 31st. his ex- 
amination and report covered the period from May 
December, during which time assessment 
money had been received, the excess liabilities 
over assets apparently much higher than act- 
ually the case. statement the affairs the 
Society the first day April will presented 
the Secretary, and this statement will also in- 
clude the matter the cost the various publica- 
tions the Society. 

The expert recommended that the JouRNAL 
changed from monthly semi-monthly soon 
possible, and also that the number reading 
pages reduced order that more profit might 
derived from the advertising pages. The Coun- 
cil believes that will possible establish 
semi-monthly publication the second 
recommendation, however, the views the Coun- 
cil are not accord with those the expert, and 
meeting held March 3rd, the following 
resolution was unanimously carried: 

“On motion, was decided the sense the 
Council that the effort make the JouRNAL the 
Society the best scientific State Journal published, 
continued, and not sacrificed commercial 
advertising this determina- 
tion sincerely trust that the House Dele- 
gates will concur. 


The statement membership, shown the 
Secretary, indicates moderate 
growth. new societies have been organized 
during the year and several which were pre- 
carious condition have been reorganized. Others 
have changed from nominal organizations active 
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organizations and have taken the suggestion 
systematic work. 

Dr. McCormack, chairman the Organi- 
zation Committee the American Medical Asso- 
ciation, visited our state and addressed the County 
Societies number counties. The beneficial 
result Dr. McCormack’s addresses our mem- 
bers and his suggestions regard greater 
activity County Societies, have already borne 
fruit evidenced the activity displayed 
number counties throughout the state. 

the meeting the Council held April 20, 
1905, was moved and unanimously carried that 
the opinion the Council, contract lodge 
practice unethical and that the House Dele- 
gates the Thirty-sixth Annual Meeting re- 
quested take similar action. 

The question lodge practice was referred 
the Council the House Delegates the last 
meeting for the purpose investigation and 
discover the attitude the various County Socie- 
ties. This undoubtedly one the most serious 
evils confronting our profession the present time 
and should receive careful attention the hands 
the House Delegates. Council believes, 
however, that any action this body making man- 
datory upon County Societies any course pro- 
cedure which would forcibly effect membership 
would unconstitutional for the reason that the 
whole plan the present organization the med- 
ical profession based the absolute autonomy 
the County Society. 

The following counties have indicated their dis- 
approval lodge, contract and similar practice: 
Monterey, San Joaquin, Yolo, Riverside, Ventura, 
Santa Clara, Sacramento. 

The following Societies have notified the Secre- 
tary that person eligible for membership who 
indulges this class practice: Sonoma, Shasta, 
Marin, Orange, San Diego, Napa, San Benito and 
Contra Costa. Los Angeles County took refer- 
endum ballot this question, but through some 
ambiguity the result was not clear indication 
the wishes the majority. believed that 
other county organizations have taken action the 
matter, notice which has not reached us. 

The Supreme Court has decided that that por- 
tion our medical law which authorized the 
board revoke license practice for advertising 
grossly improbable statements unconstitutional. 
would therefore seem desirable consider the 
necessity amending our law counteract this 
difficulty. 

the opinion handed down the Supreme 
Court and referring the matter grossly im- 
probable statements, the decision says: 

“Under this provision the penalty forfeiture 
physician’s license not made depend upon 
falsity fact any matter contained state- 
ment knowledge the part the physician 
that false, for the reason that was in- 
tended had tendency deceive the public 
impose upon credulous ignorant persons and 
harmful injurious public morals safety.” 

This would seem indicate the manner 
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which the law should amended cover the 
point question. 

probable that bill will introduced into 
the next legislature requiring the formula 
printed the label all patent medicines nos- 
trums. Such bill has been introduced many 
States and has received the active and violent op- 
position the druggists. possible that the 
druggists our state, through their Association 
Retail Druggists, may endeavor again they 
did the last session the legislature and intro- 
duce bill emasculating our present law regulating 
the practice medicine retaliatory measure. 

The Council would therefore suggest that each 
County Society arrange for meetings with the 
druggists within its territory and endeavor come 
amicable understanding regard this 
matter. 

The Council not making the finances para- 
mount issue—though are pleased offer you 
good exhibit—but rather the advancement 
the profession along the lines better organi- 
zation and higher appreciation the splendid 
results which will follow era improved pro- 
fessional sentiment between physicians. are 
yet unorganized far the unification in- 
terests are concerned. 

There class men that stand little to- 
gether, our profession. McCormack says: “We 
exhaust our energies knocking the other fellow, in- 
stead presenting solid front mutual interest 
and co-operation.” ‘The enrollment members 
our profession societies but step organi- 
zation—we want get them together the spirit 
fraternity and fellowship. The Council will 
work that end. ask your assistance bring 
about. 

The exhibit are enabled present you to-day 
which embraces our financial situation connec- 
tion with the high standing our has at- 
tained, reflects great credit upon Dr. Philip Mills 
Jones, the Editor the JouRNAL and Secretary 
this Body.

ANNUAL REPORT THE SECRETARY 
AND CHAIRMAN THE PUBLICA- 
TION COMMITTEE. 


the President and Members the House 
Delegates the Medical Society the State 
California: 

Gentlemen: the various offices Secretary, 
Chairman the Publication Committee and Edi- 
tor the Society’s publications are combined 
the person the same individual, the reports from 
these three offices will combined this one re- 
port. far possible the various topics in- 
terest your honorable body will 
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much the work the general office, however, 
indeterminate character. 

The difficulty segregating the various work 
performed and the expenses attendant thereon, will 
obvious upon little reflection. instance, 
much the charge account might just 
equably charged organization account, for 
the has been used from its beginning 
instrument for prosecuting organization. 

The present condition our organization 
many ways very satisfactory. were the 
1st April, 1777 members, net increase 128 
over those reported last year. Three new County 
Societies have been organized—Solano, Tehama 
and Tulare, though the latter has not yet com- 
pleted organization and may, owing the almost 
complete inertia the medical profession that 
county, fail final organization. noted 
that eighteen counties have increased their member- 
ship and that nine have lost membership. ap- 
pears from the statement membership which has 
been handed you, that the larger counties are 
gaining and the smaller counties losing. some 
instances this more apparent than real, for the 
loss has been due removals deaths. Santa 
Clara the banner county, having nearly doubled. 

The principal difficulties organizing county 
societies maintaining their active organization 
are found factional strife many instances, 
largely due the lodge practice evil; and absolute 
inertia—total lack interest the part the 
physicians the welfare the profession and the 
general public. 

The visit Dr. McCormack our state and 
the gospel friendship and co-operation work 
which preached, should result very beneficially 
our organization. seems very doubtful 
your Secretary that coersive measures will avail 
solving the practice evil. Closer organiza- 
tion with more active and systematic work the 
County Societies, offers very much better chance 
solving this and other economic problems which 
confront our profession. 

the last meeting the State Society the 
question lodge practice was referred the 
Council for investigation. sufficient number 
the County Societies have not acted upon this mat- 
ter enable official statement made 
the general feeling throughout the state. 
personal canvass made your Secretary, however, 
assures him that the profession overwhelmingly 
opposed this class practice, and person- 
ally aware the fact that many County Societies 
are awaiting the action the State Society before 
taking this matter up. 

During the year have had the misfortune 
lose two past Presidents death: Drs. Geo. Chis- 
more and Thos. Ross, the latter being the Coun- 
cilor from his district. 


Agreeably the request your Secretary and 
your Council, your honorable body last year au- 
thorized the auditing all books and accounts 
the Society the end the year, thus relieving 
the Auditing Committee the Council the re- 
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sponsibility this work, and also assuring your 
Secretary the protection official inspection 
his accounts. expert went over the books after 
they were closed December and carefully 
audited every item income and expense from 
May December 31st. His report was trans- 
mitted the Chairman the Council. the 
period covered his report represented eight 
months the year 1905, during which time 
money was received from the assessments from 
County Societies, the excess liabilities over assets 
was great. you will see from the 
statement showing the condition affairs this 
Society April Ist, our finances are excellent 
condition, considering the betterments made during 
the year. 


the opinion your Secretary, the organiza- 
tion work should unremittingly continued and 
should prosecuted along the line suggested 
Dr. McCormack; that is, recommending and stim- 
ulating effort secure more frequent meetings 
and more systematic educational work. 


All County Societies should confer with the 
druggists their territory and endeavor secure 
their co-operation effort have enacted 
the next legislature law requiring the publica- 
tion the formula all medicines 
the label each bottle package. 


County Societies should make effort edu- 
cate the laity their various districts making 
use the local press. hardly paper 
published the state that would not glad 
receive articles referring the public health 
public welfare carefully prepared the County 
Society and sent for publication official state- 
ments from the local profession. 


quite probable that history will repeat itself 
and that the next session the State Legislature 
will see efforts made emasculate our medical 
practice act and secure the passage laws cre- 
ating special boards examiners which would 
license all forms quackery. should con- 
sidered the duty every County Society have 
distinct understanding with the representatives 
from its section our legislature these points. 


The Supreme Court this state has declared 
that the paragraph our law authorizing the 
board revoke license for advertising grossly 
would therefore seem imperative that this portion 
our law should amended the next legis- 
lature. would also seem well consider the 
advisability endeavoring modify our law 
few other directions.

The 
medical section this library has received little at- 
tention the hands the librarian (your Secre- 
tary informed), and might made very much 
more valuable and useful. has been suggested 
that special committee this Society ap- 
pointed confer with the library authorities 
Sacramento and endeavor increase the useful- 
ness this portion the State Library. 


PUBLICATIONS. 


The Register account from May April has 
cost the Society $2015.80. During the same period 
have received $1925.37. The loss therefore 
$90.43. all probability the publication the 
Register will continue loss, though 
the present time the editor has under consideration 
plan for securing subscriptions the Register 
and the combined, which may increase the 
circulation and sale the Register and eliminate 
the element loss. 

JOURNAL. 

1904 the income from the advertis- 
ing was $4017.28; 1905 was $5907.04, in- 
crease $1889.76. For the first three months 
1906 the receipts have been $1602.41, showing 
increase for the year 1906 approximately $1000. 
The now being published excess 
receipts over expenses approximately $1200, 
and this spite the fact that has been in- 
creased size eighty pages. The cost has. been 
reduced that the profit for the first three months 
this year $326.31, against $86.45 last year. 
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The expert who investigated the affairs the 
Society recommended that the number reading 
pages not increased correspond with the num- 
ber advertising pages, that the profit 
derived might increased. This recommendation 
was presented your Council, but the Council 
considered that the scientific value the 
should receive consideration first, and that its earn- 
ing capacity from the advertising standpoint should 
its receipts exceed its cost.

REVIEW WHAT HAS BEEN DONE 
FOR THE PREVENTION THE 
SPREAD TUBERCULOSIS THE 
STATE CALIFORNIA, WITH SUG- 
GESTIONS FOR FUTURE ACTIVITY. 


Third Annual Report the Tuberculosis Com- 


mittee the Medical Society the State 


When the Tuberculosis Committee the State 
Society was appointed three years ago, very little 
active work looking toward the prevention tu- 
berculosis was progress. Efforts had been made 
now and then, but they were often ill-advised and 
impractical. The main idea prevention that had 
been crystalized into definite shape was that 
state quarantine. This measure had actually re- 
ceived consideration from thinking men and was 
advocated them. Aside from the fact that such 
humane, unscientific and entirely unnecessary. 

being undesirable and entirely out the ques- 
tion quarantine the state against the incoming 
individuals suffering from tuberculosis, and 
tuberculosis communicable disease, dangerous 
the public health, unless properly controlled, 
behooves the citizens this great State Cali- 
fornia address themselves the prevention 
this disease. 

During the past three years, very satisfactory 
progress has been made. When this committee 
was appointed, there was only one other organiza- 
tion the state which was endeavoring pre- 
vent the spread the “great white plague” 
scientific and humane manner. That 
Anti-Tuberculosis League, 
whose work that time had just begun. 

the present time, the Southern California 
Anti-Tuberculosis League has done 
work prevention than any other organization. 
has distributed thousands circulars throughout 
the homes the southern part the state. has 
held several public meetings which the laity have 
been invited, and has furnished lecturers nu- 
merous organizations requesting the same. May

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28th, this year, the league established dispen- 
sary Los Angeles known the Helping 
Station the Southern California Anti-Tubercu- 
losis League. more than dispen- 
sary the ordinary sense which this term 
understood. place where the afflicted 
may treated and instructed, where the needy 
may given food, and where all may receive that 
help which will best further their improvement 
cure, and where, the same time, they will in- 
structed how prevent the spread the disease. 
When tuberculosis found family, the other 
members the family will sent for and exam- 
ined, that all foci infection may known, and 
that the best chances cure may offered where 
the disease already present. visiting nurse will 
associated with the station, who will visit the 
homes and further instruct the patients and their 
friends the carrying out preventive measures. 

The Tuberculosis Committee the State So- 
ciety has also done some work which hope will 
bear fruit. made collective investigation data 
pertaining the disease our state, and made 
effort secure the establishment state sani- 
torium the meeting the last legislature. While 
this much needed legislation failed for the time, 
yet the forces are again being marshalled and the 
matter will again taken the next session 
the legislature. 

The committee, through one its members, has 
recently succeeded organizing the work San 
Francisco, and hopes have hearty support from 
the people, that may the means doing 
great good checking the spread this prevent- 
able disease. dispensary and tent colony are 
contemplation for San Francisco. committee 
has recently completed report dealing with the 
main features the disease, which used 
educational document throughout the state. 


Pasadena has recently organized Tuberculosis 
Committee under the auspices the Associated 
Charities. helping station similar the one out- 
lined for Los Angeles will established, and 
tent colony will also maintained. 


Aside from this, private institutions have done 
much. The Barlow Sanatorium Los Angeles, 
and the Settlement Redlands have done great 
good for those who have been fortunate enough 
obtain help these institutions. 


Several private institutions have also been es- 
tablished where pay patients may treated. This 
surely satisfactory progress for three years. 
The work starting everywhere along the line. 
There remains much, however, that still undone. 


The matter education must pushed. 
lets, lectures and the press must utilized 
greater advantage. The laymen must taught 
that this disease communicable, almost wholly 
preventable, and, diagnosed early, curable. They 
must made appreciate the importance early 
diagnosis and seeking expert medical advice the 
first approach the disease. The medical men 
must also learn what early diagnosis means both 
for the chances cure for the afflicted, and the 
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prevention the spread infection. Medical 
men must deal honestly with their patients, they 
will afford them the chance recovery and they 
will prevent the spread the disease. 
ing from the patient the facts relative the presence 
tuberculosis, the light our present knowl- 
edge the disease, not only inexcusable, but 
criminal, and responsible for hundreds deaths 
and hundreds new infections our state every 
year. 

would earnestly urge upon the medical pro- 
fession the importance early diagnosis and that 
which should accompany it, informing and instruct- 
ing the patient. 

would also urge upon the part the med- 
ical profession the importance health board con- 
trol the disease, not for the purpose quar- 
antine placarding the houses occupied tuber- 
culous patients, but that every focus the disease 
may known the health board, that the 
patient may instructed and the premises cleansed 
and disinfected after removal death the pa- 
tient. While the disease almost wholly prevent- 
able, yet cannot prevented unless physicians 
assist the health authorities its prevention. 

Perhaps the most important institution for the 
prevention the spread tuberculosis the dis- 
pensary, helping station. The superior value 
this institution depends upon the fact that 
visited those who live under the most unhygienic 
conditions, and consequently are most prone 
spread the disease. While the dispensary help- 
ing station not satisfactory place treat tuber- 
culosis, its value for prevention cannot overes- 
timated, for its patrons are not only instructed, but 
they are followed their homes see that they 
carry out the instructions. 

dispensary, however, very much hampered, 
unless the proper hospital and sanitorium facilities 
are furnished for the completion the work. Sup- 
pose tuberculosis discovered during its early state 
members these poor families, there can 
little hope cure offered unless these patients are 
relieved from making living and from family 
cares, and unless they can given proper food and 
care, such can afforded sanitorium. 
they can instructed how prevent the spread 
the disease outside sanitorium, but they 
could cured, their families would have their sup- 
port and they would longer capable spread- 
ing the disease. advanced cases are found 
densely crowded quarters, where they are en- 
dangering the lives those associated with them, 
order remove the danger infecting others, 
they should removed suitable hospitals. 

So, order utilize our forces best for the 
prevention the spread tuberculosis the State 
California, would urge, 

Early diagnosis with informing and instruc- 
tion the patient, 

Health Board control and disinfection 
rooms occupied tuberculosis individuals, 

Dispensaries Helping Stations, 

Sanatoria for early cases, 
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Hospitals for advanced cases. 


would request that the members our So- 
ciety give their support all such measures the 
end that may reduce the suffering and deaths 
caused this preventable and curable disease, and 
especially urge their earnest support 
the bill which will introduced the next legis- 
lature, providing for the establishment State 
Sanatorium.

Dr. Jno. King said: report your 
committee tuberculosis devoted “The Ad- 
ministrative Control Tuberculosis.” large 
cities and smaller municipalities this problem 
“control” must solved and through the ad- 
ministration, which includes mayors, town councils, 
police justices and officers, health boards and 
cers, etc. unincorporated towns and rural com- 
munities administration exists. such places 
people are governed exclusively state law and 
such regulations county boards supervisors 
may enact. laws and regulations, far 
they relate sanitation, are absent altogether 
perfunctory. Even when they exist provision 


made, nor can made, for their enforcement, ex- 


cept through the local constable, who will never 
voluntarily assume the burden. 


Now, Southern California, least, these rural 
communities are the very ones that need adminis- 
trative control. Many them have established 
reputations health resorts for tubercular patients, 
and their population consists largely consumptives 
and their families. force public opinion 
the only power that will compel the enforcement 
law anywhere this country, and this especially 
true localities where adminstrative machinery 
exists. The point wish make that physicians, 
and they alone, can create and cultivate the public 
opinion that will result the sanitary regulation 
tuberculosis. 

With your permission, will use the 
Banning, where live, illustration. 
not incorporated and has population 
1000. For the purpose this paper have in- 
vestigated each house and each 
consumptives constitute about per cent the 
population. Fifty-three per cent the resident 
families come Banning account tuberculosis 
some member the family. Thirty-one per cent 
the dwelling houses are, have been, hotels and 
boarding houses where tubercular patients are re- 
ceived. Seventy-two per cent the dwellings 
have housed such patients. From such statistics 
one would expect tuberculosis prevalent 
among the resident population, especially 
many them possess inherited tubercular tenden- 
cies. matter fact, aside from strictly im-

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ported cases, not one single case tuberculosis has 
occurred Banning during the past ten years. 
The disease absolutely unknown among our resi- 
dent population. ‘Three physicians reside Ban- 
ning, and the educational work done them 


may largely attributed our present immunity 
from infection. 


The five minutes disposal prohibits de- 
tailed description the sanitary measures preva- 
lent our town. The Tudor House, under 
supervision, serves example and object lesson. 
devoted exclusively consumptives. When 
room vacated sealed and fumigated with for- 
maldehyde for twenty-four hours; then all wood- 
work, including floor, painted and the walls cal- 
cimined. Any patient who expectorates the 
premises, outside his own spit-cup, discharged, 
regardless wealth social position. have not 
time allude the various sanitary measures 
daily use this house, which accommodates twelve 
patients, nor they come within the scope this 
paper. The point the example. result, all 
the hotels and larger boarding-houses possess ap- 
paratus for generating formaldehyde; and the de- 
mand for fumigation rented cottages and rooms 
has become such that one competent man has in- 
cluded fumigation his business. Woman’s 
Club and the Business Men’s Club have materially 
assisted fostering the sanitary idea. large 
percentage our people sleep out doors, summer 
and winter; many having built screened rooms 
porches for the purpose. course, excess sun- 
light and other climatic advantages have rendered 
our fight against infection comparatively easy 
one. Nevertheless, without administrative 
ties, through mere force public opinion, ju- 
diciously guided, have protected ourselves 
against the disease, and what have done can 
accomplished anywhere. There not Banning 
to-day, nor has there been for ten years past, 


single case tuberculosis that has not been im- 
ported into it.

The day coming when they can 
not serve both, and the indications are that the 
druggists’ minds are made whether they 
will keep the respectable crowd over the 
anything-for-the-money Circular.

considering this subject the question arises, 
should one use the old term—an exploratory lapa- 
rotomy—or the expression consistently 
fathered Dr. Huntington—a diagnostic incision. 

would respectfully suggest that there room 
our nomenclature for both these phrases; that 
the term diagnostic might well re- 
served for that procedure which involves cutting 
down upon organ definitely known dis- 
eased, upon tumor palpably present order 
determine the nature the lesion, the remova- 
bility the tumor. Such operation compara- 
tively simple and necessitates great disturbance 
the neighboring organs and extensive search 
through the peritoneal cavity. The phrase, “an ex- 
ploratory laparotomy” may well used indicate 
that procedure which involves investigation 
many organs, may extensive peritoneal ex- 
ploration, for example the search for the seat 
internal obstruction, the endeavor locate 
the more uncommon foci origin acute puru- 
lent peritonitis, chronic cases the search for 
the primal factor causing the 
picturesquely described Dr. Herbert 
the late State Medical Society, occurring the 
right hypochondriac region. 

further take that when once the diagnostic 
puzzle solved, any further operative step takes 
that operation outside the category “diagnostic 
incision” “exploratory laparotomy,” and enrolls 
amongst the list complete incomplete opera- 
tions. 

sane, sober, practical, common-sense individ- 
uals, we, think, must concede that these diagnostic 
measures are grave nature, for associated with 
such there mortality dependent. 

1st. Upon the anesthetic, during its administra- 
tion and from its after effects. 

2d. Upon peritoneal sepsis which may occasion- 
ally occur the best regulated clinics, however 
thorough the technic. 

Such mortality these diagnostic operations has 
been estimated from one two per cent some 
large hospitals; how much more large cities 
private practice where every newly fledged 
graduate opening abdomens, would hesitate 
say. Such mortality would utterly condemn these 
procedures were not that they often form the 
initial stages actually curative operations, and 
that the lives thus saved more than counterbalance 
the quoted mortality. 

regard the question postoperative ad- 
hesions, their function-disturbing role has, believe, 
been much exaggerated, for the adhesions which 
are the external expression the internal sepsis 
that cause trouble, and these chiefly reason 
the internal lesion which they barricade, rather 
than the adhesions resulting from clean operative 
work. 

There is, however, another accusation which 
somewhat widely made against those enthusiasts 
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who and out season advocate these diagnostic 
measures, viz., that they use them lieu care- 
ful, systematic preliminary investigation 
cloak incomplete and inaccurate diagnostic methods 
and shuffling habits reasoning. Any clinician 
who has seen patients upon whom such operations 
have been are about performed, and yet dis- 
covers metastatic growth, leukemic condition 
the blood, maybe unrecognized renal cal- 
culis, naturally led give his adherence this 
accusation. 

Moreover, there another side the question, 
viz., that these procedures are not the diagnostic 
panaceas which some surgeons would have be- 
lieve; for, first, respect the diagnostic incision, 
does not literature fairly teem with the records 
lesions supposed the time operation have 
been malignant, the after history which proved 
their simple character? And the opposite must 
often have occurred. However, these facts cannot 
used argument against the necessity for 
such methods investigation, since the real ques- 
tions: “Is the mass removable? not, what 
the best palliative operation perform?” are often 
answered independently the nature the mass. 

another question, however, chronic cases 
regards the exploratory laparotomy, this 
must when consider:

All cases stomach trouble which there 
absence free hydrochloric acid, presence 
lactic acid and Boas-oppler bacilli, even though 
tumor palpable, order determine the ques- 
tion the removability the tumor probably 
present. 


All cases stomach trouble with continu- 
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ous delay the emptying, determine the cause 
and treatment. 

Many cases dyspepsia not included the 
above lists occurring persons about middle 
life which not yield within month well di- 
rected medical treatment, more especially sec- 
ondary anemia wasting occurs, occult blood 
continuously present the stools. 

Some cases apparent chronic bowel ob- 
struction with symptoms and signs suggesting 
constant fixed delay point, even though tumor 
palpable. 

All the above necessitate “diagnostic 
cision.” 

The role the “exploratory laparotomy” 
chronic cases is, opinion, much smaller. 
would almost restrict some instances upper 
right hypochrondriac trouble, recognizing that 
the exploration will frequently require opening the 
gall-bladder. acute cases often the 
stage curative operation. 

The mere presence abdominal pain, stomach 
bowel hemorrhage are themselves deter- 
mining indication for operative diagnosis. 

conclusion, would say that believe 
should hold, articles medical faith both 
our practice and our teaching: 

Firstly, that every other method diagnosis, 
clinical, chemical, microscopic 
should employed before these operations with 
their one two per cent mortality advocated, 
these investigations being conducted with dispatch 
not ill-advisedly delay what may turn out 
inevitable. 

Secondly, that most our diagnostic mistakes 
are avoidable, that they are due things left un- 
done inaccurate observations, illogical 
reasoning, and that becomes all not con- 
sole ourselves with the idea that error was in- 
evitable, but endeavor prevent similar mis- 
takes recurring, and thus will diminish the 
number necessary diagnostic incisions explor- 
atory laparotomies, the meantime not for- 
getting the principle embodied the old adage— 
that when there reasonable doubt, whether one 
the above procedures may not lead successful 
curative operation, then let give the patient the 
benefit the doubt and advise accordingly. 


LIVER INFECTION FROM APPENDI- 
CITIS.*

are occasionally confronted group 
symptoms appendicitis and the recurrent forms 
that disorder that point the liver gall-blad- 
der the seat lesion, rather than the caput 
coli. The symptom complex moderate liver 
gall-bladder lesion has been pronounced and clas- 
sified, many instances, have misled even the 
most experienced observers. The usual manifesta- 
tions inflammatory processes near the caput 
coli have been conspicuously absent, and their

symptoms affections the appendix, the ex- 
clusion those referable it, have been rarely 
noted, nor has the etiology been much discussed. Dr. 
Moffitt, paper presented the State Society 
its last meeting, relates case jaundice stead- 
ily deepening, leukocytosis marked, tenderness over 
the gall-bladder and pancreas, Cammage test 
pointing pancreatic lesion and which au- 
topsy disclosed septic peritonitis from 
ated appendix.” writer does not inform 
that there was even suspicion appendicial in- 
volvement. the symptoms this case did 
not warrant surgical interference the opinion 
astute observer illustrates their misleading 
character and the fallacy relying upon symptom- 
atic treatment abdominal lesions generally. The 
following illustrate the hepatic disturbance 
caused lesions the appendix the absence 
local symptoms pointing appendicial trouble: 


Case Patient male, aged 42; occupation, black- 
smith. years since had severe attack 
vomiting following full meal, with much pain re- 
ferred the epigastrium, which was relieved 
oil and hot fomentations. second attack followed 
year later, very like the first duration and inten- 
sity. From that time the present has had re- 
curring attacks shorter intervals. The pain 
more intense than formerly, and morphine has been 
given hypodermically relieve it. The pain inva- 
riably begins the pit the stomach and extends 
the right hypochondrium. The skin becomes 
slightly jaundiced and the sclera distinctly yellow 
with each attack. The local physicians have assured 
him that had gall-stones and advised operation 
for relief. One month since had recurrence 
symptoms already described, viz., severe pains over 
the liver and the navel, slight jaundice and dark- 
colored urine. 

Status praesens, liver within normal limits, with 
tenderness over the gall-bladder; skin slightly jaun- 
diced; abdomen moderately distended and resistant; 
difference tension the recti muscles; pain 
elicited pressure over the caput coli appendix; 
bowels torpid; urine scant, dark color and con- 
tains bile pigment; red cells 4,500,000 leukocytes 
15,000. The condition the patient clearly war- 
ranted abdominal exploration, and although the 
symptoms were hepatic, determined settle first 
the question appendicial involvement. sec- 
tion, the caput coli was found buried mass 
adventitious tissue the midst which was found 
the remains necrosed appendix and ounce 
more pus. Two years after the operation, there 
had been return vomiting, pain liver symp- 
toms. 


Case II. Patient, farmer, aged 48. First saw him 
consultation his country home. had gen- 
eral peritonitis. His condition was critical and 
his surroundings unsanitary that unfavorable 
prognosis was given. The history was that re- 
peated attacks severe pains the lower bowels. 
attended fever, constipation, yellow skin, high- 
colored and scanty urine. finally recovered 
from the attack and came San Francisco for ope- 
ration. There were physical signs bowel 


trouble this time, but his skin was slightly icter- 
oid, and the liver tender deep pressure. 


con- 
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sultation with eminent colleague, was decided 
that the trouble was hepatic. The patient declined 
operation and returned home. The following year 
had attack pain the bowels (not local- 
ized), dark urine, with slight fever. recovery 
came this city for examination. this time there 
was local tenderness pain; the skin was slightly 
yellow well the sclera; the hepatic limits nor- 
mal. section the appendix was found flexed, 
constricted the lower third and adherent the 
bowel; vessels enlarged and the meso-appendix con- 
gested. During the past three years there has been 
return pain, jaundice bowel trouble. 


Case III. lad twelve years, intervals 
three four months, becomes distinctly sallow, 
with slight tenderness over the liver, constipated 
bowels, dark urine, and anorexia. Declines admit 
tenderness over appendix, but says feels some un- 
easiness there times when violently exercising. 
Symptoms pointing mild hepatic and gastro- 
intestinal derangement have thus recurred for sev- 
eral years. The family declined operation until 
finally the youth, becoming weary his valetudi- 
nous condition, took the matter into his own hands 
and went the hospital. Operation revealed flexed 
adherent and congested appendix, the distal extrem- 
ity being much dilated. Several years college life 
have failed develop return the old trouble. 


The foregoing examples, selected from number 


that have come under observation, are sufficient, 
think, illustrate the preponderance hepatic 
symptoms over intestinal certain percentage 
cases, involving the appendix the primary seat 
lesion. hepatic infection does occur these 
cases, varying degree and intensity, admits 
doubt, however pathologists may differ the 
precise mode transmission. 

Bourkhardt believes that the more frequent meth- 
ods infection are (1) the retroperitoneal tissue 
and (2) direct invasion. widely recognized 
that infection the liver may occur result 
secondary infections the pelvic and abdominal 
viscera, but that this grave affection may result 
some instances from appendicitis, mild char- 
acter have been entirely overlooked men 
large experience, has not been generally recog- 
nized. 


Dr. Munro says relation this point that 
must appreciate that the milder, so-called latent 
forms, appendicial inflammation that may start 
grave hepatic infections and are overlooked those 
large experience, and that retroperitoneal infec- 
tion, lumbar flegmon and liver infection may result 
from pre-existent appendicitis which there was 
history. Cases post-operative chill; vomiting; 
tenderness deep palpitation over the abdomen; 
rising pulse and temperature; jaundice, present, 
slight; leukocytes often normal, nearly so, pre- 
sent the phenomena hepatic infection, although 
generally regarded symptomatic reinfection 
the original site operation, but which ex- 
amination are not found. true explanation 
remains unsuspected until revealed post-mortem. 
Such symptoms, Munro explains, may not super- 
vene for days, even weeks, after the attack 
appendicitis. Marked increasing enlargement 
the liver, with without jaundice skin and 
sclera, suggest hepatic lad whom 

won the eighth day after operation for suppura- 
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tive appendicitis—the wound was satisfactory, and 
the patient had progressed favorably this time, 
when there had been rise temperature with 
profound jaundice and vomiting. There was 
marked enlargement the liver and tenderness. 
post-mortem was had. The symptoms this 
case were those liver infection, probably through 
portal infection. 

Munro, quoting from Fowler, says, that infection 
from thrombophlebitis not more common, sur- 
prising, when consider the free circulation that 
exists between the mesenteric and portal vessels. 
the present state our knowledge and observa- 
tion are warranted assuming that hepatic in- 
fection from diseased appendices possible. (1) 
Through the retroperitoneal lymphatics which ex- 
tend along the retroperitoneal space the liver; 
(2) through the portal system reason the free 
communication with the mesenteric vessels; (3) 
through the lymphatics the peritoneum, and (4) 
the mechanical portage pus germs directly 
the liver. 

the symptomatology appendicitis there 
one more delusive than pain. The explanation 
anatomical. The nerves the appendix are de- 
rived from the superior mesanteric plexus the 
sympathetic, the branches which accompany the 
ileocolic artery, sending filaments the appendix. 
this plexus gives off numerous twigs the small 
intestine, becomes clear how the pain acute 
inflammation the appendix may referred 
the whole abdomen, any part it. Infection 
the retroperitoneal space occurs those instances 
which perforation takes place some portion 
the appendix not entirely enclosed serous mem- 
brane; infection thus becomes extra-peritoneal. The 
not infrequent involvement the fallopian tube 
and ovary the female appendicular inflamma- 
tions probably through the occasional presence 
prolongation from the appendix the ovaries, 
known the appendiculo-ovarian 
tion thus conveyed along this process the 
ovary. 

The importance careful examination the 
liver appendicitis and the following 
cannot overestimated, the declaration Munro 
accepted, viz., that hepatic abscess present 
from five ten per cent all cases appendicitis, 
and that appendicial affections have been variously 
confounded with septicemia, malaria, typhoid, spinal 
caries, ruptured hernia, and general miliary tuber- 
culosis. frequent diagnostic error typhoid 
which slight jaundice, pain the right hypochon- 
drium and tender appendix have been overlooked. 

The elimination the appendix, therefore, 
causative factor hepatic affections and septic con- 
ditions obscure origin, should always made. 


Analyses 500 cases hepatic abscesses Cyr 
show that per cent perforated spontaneously, for 
the most part into the thoracic abdominal cavi- 
ties. Legg, Tillmans and Reichardt have shown 
that hepatic abscesses may heal encapsulation and 
resolution, cicatrices that resulted from small ab- 
scesses having been demonstrated. 
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PERSONAL EXPERIENCES WITH FOOT- 
BALL INJURIES.* 

RAY LYMAN D., Stanford University. 

view the present wide discussion the 
game football played America, and es- 
pecially the appeal often made physicians 
individual cases the dangers the game, 
may some interest review the various in- 
juries that have come under observation during 
five years Stanford University. The list given 
does not include all the injuries sustained the 
football men these years, some them were 
treated other physicians, but includes 
all the severe injuries, with the exception 
fracture the elbow joint and fracture the 
clavicle. None the injuries the year 1903 are 
enumerated the following list, was absent 
that time. The players injured were largely 
members the squad, and most the 
men were hurt practice, rather than match games. 
number the more severe accidents occurred 
early the season, and the victims were freshmen 
beginning players. The number men playing 
each year the five can roughly estimated 
between sixty-five and one hundred. follow- 
ing classification the injury sustained, rather 
than the individual, who some cases had sev- 
eral injuries once. all, eighty-eight individuals 
with accidental injuries severe enough need 
physician’s services came under 
The minor accidents, bruises, mild sprains, wrenched 
muscles, etc., were taken care the trainer. 
The following list the injuries seen: 

Fracture clavicle, 

Fracture both bones leg, 

Fracture nose, 

Fracture base skull, 

Fracture wrist (Colles), 

Fracture ribs, 

Fracture scapula, 

Fracture zygomatic process, 

Fracture phalanges, 

Fracture carpal bones, 

Dislocation acromial end clavicle, 

Dislocation loosening rib cartilages, 

phalanges, 

Sprained wrenched ankles, 

Sprained wrenched knees, with varying de- 
gree injury joint, 21. 

Sprained wrist, 

Sprained elbow, 

Shoulder wrench, 

Hematoma and subsequent thickening external 
ear; “cauliflower 

Laceration over eye from fall blow (due 
orbital ridge), 

Abscesses infection following injury, 

Severe muscle tears, 

Cerebral concussion with unconsciousness short 
duration, 

Fingernail torn off, 

Bursitis near elbow joint,

Severe contusions subcutaneous hemorrhages, 


Loss teeth from injury, 

The only other type injury noted, not included 
the above list, was dislocation the shoulder 
joint occurring member visiting team. 

This may seem like amazing list injuries, 
but when carefully reviewed and compared with 
other sports not appalling might appear 
first sight. have seen practically all the 
above injuries sustained men playing baseball, 
tennis, running the track exercising the 
gymnasium. only dangerous injury -was the 
fracture the base the skull, and that might 
readily have been sustained any game where run- 
ning indulged in, was the result two men 
coming together full tilt with heads down—one 
with head gear and the other without it. All 
the men injured have completely recovered with 
the possible exception knee two left some- 
what weakened and susceptible strain. num- 
ber the men with joint sprains had already been 
injured football other games before entering 
college. 

The most striking point looking over the vari- 
eties injuries sustained the large number 
knee joints affected. With the development 
padded football clothing, the use headgears and 
noseguards, the injuries the ears and nose and 
the number bruises and contusions have been 
made less the last three than the first two 
years. Only one “cauliflower would not have 
been the record five ten years ago. 


The ankle joint can well protected sup- 
ports, but the knee joint, upon which much the 
strain comes football, and which can readily 
injured the piling men the various mass- 
plays the sudden turns and falls open play- 
ing, does not admit proper protection with free 
enough use the joint for satisfactory playing. 
The majority these knee injuries were severe 
enough followed effusion into the synovial 
sac, the much dreaded “water the knee,” the 
players. discussion has been going con- 
cerning the number injuries sustained mass 
plays compared with open playing. looking 
over the list men hurt and the way which the 
injury was sustained, would say that there very 
little choice between the two kinds play. 


spite experience with football injuries, 
and while deploring the number accidents occur- 
ring, favor the game football. have 
seen develop too many men want see 
turned aside. True, number players get hurt, 
but any physician will look over the young men 
good families that come under his observation 
and see the number fops, the weaklings, the in- 
sipid, nervous, half-baked society beacons, the cigar- 
ette-sucking, cocktail-absorbing sports; the dissolute, 
immature boys with venereal disease, need not 
deplore the fact that have game that makes 
for manhood. have seen raw men from the 


country, raw mind and body, developed foot- 
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ball into men with capacity for self-control and 
ability care for themselves, physically and men- 
tally, that was astonishing. Loose habits and foot- 
ball are naturally antagonistic. Training habits 
have saved many young man from himself and his 
associates. 

Football not game for preparatory schools, 
but for universities, and there should under 
the charge competent trainers, and should 
played for sport, and not merely win. 


Treatment. ‘The method treating football in- 
juries presents certain features that are character- 
istic. majority injuries are well-muscled, 
hardy, healthy young men, who wish some kind 
ambulatory treatment and who are anxious get 
well the earliest possible moment and take the 
most active kind physical movements. The frac- 
tures, dislocations and open wounds, are naturally 
treated along the usual lines for such conditions. 
Fractures the fingers not interfere much with 
playing after few days wire splint used and 
the injured bone bound the neighboring fin- 
gers. Fracture the ribs without displacement 
soon gets well enough for active work protected 
well with adhesive plaster and covered with sole- 
leather pads. knee injuries require the most 
careful attention the player resume football 
early date. these cases there has usually 
been severe wrench the joint, either from move- 
ment the body and thigh leg held immovable, 
direct violence the knee leg itself. Usu- 
ally there has been considerable strain tearing 
some portion the lateral ligaments, with in- 
jury the synovial membrane, but some cases 
the semilunar cartilages are loosened and the knee 
locks, certain positions, one case seen, 
portion the tendinous insertion the quadriceps 
the patella may torn loose. 


The early treatment depends upon whether the 
knee seen immediately after injury the next 
day. When the injury seen early and effusion 
into the joint has taken place, zinc oxide adhesive 
plaster dressing immediately applied. ‘The strips 
are put first along the line the injured liga- 
ments (up and down the leg) and then circularly, 
covering the whole joint. prefer use two-inch 
strips torn part way down the center from each 
end that four one-inch tails are obtained. The 
broad part the untorn central part the plaster 
placed posteriorly and the ends brought around 
above and below the center the patella respect- 
ively until the whole joint covered. The leg 
should bent slightly, and when this dressing 
completed and covered with roller bandage the 
patient can stand the leg but not bend it. 
then put bed, the limb elevated and the knee 
covered with ice bags, and saline cathartic given. 
most cases after twenty-four hours the patient 
can get crutches, effusion takes place, and 
recovery rapid. After few days second band- 
age applied; the knee strong and free from 
pain except special positions, gap left the 
plaster posteriorly permit motion and the pa- 
tient walks with cane. ten days favorable 
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case ready for light work, but for three 
more weeks wears adhesive plaster bandage 
covering the knee cap and the lateral portions 
the joint, but separated enough behind permit 
running. using the two-tailed strips this 
readily applied. 

When the injury seen after effusion has taken 
place where the movement the knee cap over 
the particular surface the femur gives distinct 
friction rub, the patient put bed, the knee ele- 
vated and covered with lead and. opium lotion 
cloths and ice bags, saline cathartic given be- 
fore and twenty-four hours allowed elapse. Then 
treated the former case. often re- 
markable note the comfort derived from the ap- 
plication the adhesive plaster dressing and the 
rapidity with which the effusion absorbed. More 
caution has used getting patient his 
feet when the effusion slowly absorbed. The 
fluid the joint seems interfere some cases 
more than others with the strength the joint, but 
rule tolerates small amount effusion 
very well. When the cartilages have been loosened, 
similar lines treatment are serviceable, but great 
care used permitting the use the joint. 
Occasionally where the effusion slowly absorbed 
common adhesive plaster dressing with its conse- 
quent irritation the skin seems more 
service than the zinc oxide moleskin plasters. 
For some time after the injury adhesive plaster sup- 
ports must worn over the knee. Elastic support- 
ers are, opinion, worse than useless over joints 
where much strain expected. They inter- 
fere with circulation and give when there strain. 
After the more acute symptoms the injury have 
passed away, massage very helpful 
carefully done. the later stage the use 
ointment made guaiacol, oil turpentine and 
oil wintergreen with lanolin very useful re- 
lieving the pain soreness following the use 
the joint. 

Ankle injuries are treated the same lines 
those the knee. Where there considerable sub- 
cutaneous bleeding, the adhesive plaster can cut 
down the front the foot and tightened each day 
after massage hot-air treatment facilitate ab- 
sorption. Until the blood practically gone, the 
ankle not safe for heavy work, the adhesive 
plaster too far away from the injured ligament 
first, then crutches, and then with tight adhesive 
plaster dressing and firm shoe the patient can walk 
about. -He should wear plaster support for six 
weeks, reinforced leather ankle brace 
any heavy athletic work. some cases 
thin jointed iron strip fastened the outside 
the shoe service preventing recurrence. 
binding the ankle with adhesive tape, 
desired keep the patient from walking, after suc- 
cessive strips running from the bottom the foot 
across the top and over the ankle joint have been 
applied, few strips running tightly around the 
tendon Achilles and coming forward will prevent 
the foot being used normal walking. all 
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severe ankle injuries the Roentjen ray service, 
and have found particularly value sus- 
pected fractures near the extremity the fibula. 
The adhesive plaster dressing often valuable 
reducing the swelling before the plaster-of-Paris cast 
applied such cases. 

sprains other joints the adhesive plaster 
dressing can used for the knee and ankle, and 
prompt recovery the rule. shoulder the 
least satisfactory from the standpoint treatment, 
and have succeeded best with immobilizing dress- 
ing for ten days two weeks. 

Muscle tears can readily repaired when plaster 
applied the direction the fibres the muscle 
and then securely bound into place with circular 
strips. After three six days active work may 
taken the dressing kept on. When the in- 
sertion muscle torn from the bone longer 
time required. Injuries muscles the neck 
are often very troublesome, but strong collar 
adhesive plaster, with the back the neck well 
covered in, gives much comfort and permits early 
playing. areas often subside more 
promptly under the pressure good adhesive 
dressing than with other treatment. 

general experience has been that healthy 
men prompt treatment the ordinary football in- 
juries with close fitting adhesive plaster dressings 
leads satisfactory and speedy results and that 
combined early rest and ambulatory treatment pro- 
duces good terminal results are obtained 
injured joints treated along more conservative lines. 


THE IMPORTANCE MORE CAREFUL 
OBSERVATION PATIENTS AFTER 
OPERATIONS THE PELVIC VIS- 
CERA.*

attention was first directed toward this sub- 
ject about two years ago, when one patients 
complained pelvic pain after had removed cys- 
toma and pus tube, and done suspension the 
uterus. The right broad ligament presented mass 
easily palpable—both externally and through the 
vagina—tender and somewhat globular shape, 
and about the size small orange. This required 
persistent local and general treatment cause its 
final disappearance, and cessation the tenderness 
and pain. 

There was little temperature, tympan- 
ites, systemic symptoms, and the trouble was evi- 
dently not due sepsis. Probably this was one 
the post-operative exudates spoken Dr. Wake- 
field his paper entitled: Pelvic 
Exudates,” read before the American Medical As- 
sociation 1905. 

The Frequency Post-Operative Exudates.— 
After this occurrence began follow pa- 
tients more closely, subsequent operation, and 
finally concluded that the operator who studies and 
watcheshis patients carefullyafter laparotomy will

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frequently surprised see how often pain, ten- 
derness and discomfort, with without palpable 
exudate thickening, are apt follow. These 
are often not apparent until patients are allowed 
out bed and begin get about, and especially 
they are allowed too soon and are too active. 
seemis fashionable fad nowadays get pa- 
tients the shortest possible time after abdom- 
inal section, but, personally, not favor this 
practice account the greater tendency post- 
operative 

will readily conceded that exudates, 
greater less extent, are not unusual immediately 
following operations involving the necessity 
ing raw surfaces uncovered peritoneum, and after 
operations necessitating drainage, also that exten- 
sive inflammatory exudates before operation are al- 
most sure followed some exudate after- 
ward. own work has seemed that 
exudate has been more liable follow partial re- 
moval, say tube ovary, rather than after 
entire ablation, perhaps because the stump was not 
easily covered peritoneum, possibly because 
some infective material was left behind. ex- 
udates, however, are generally absorbed within 
reasonable time—a few months—though often per- 
sisting for six eight months even longer, and 
not uncommon for patients say that others 
who had been subjected abdominal section had 
told them that they were not entirely well for 
year after operation. Possibly some these cases 
may have been septic, undoubtedly 
dates are septic, and this does not necessarily pre- 
clude their disappearance without suppuration. 

small infected portion of, for example, tube 
left behind infective exudate will probably 
thrown out, usually accompanied temperature, 
sometimes peritonitis and general symptoms 
infection. ‘The question arises, can prevent the 
formation these exudates, can curtail the 
pain and discomfort they engender when formed? 
This brings to:— 


Their Prevention and may often 
prevented carefully covering all raw surfaces 
with peritoneum, this feasible, and naturally 
septic exudate would best obviated thoroughly 
removing every septic focus without contamination 
adjacent peritoneum. 

Curative treatment should both local and gen- 
eral. the iodides, mercury, fresh air, atten- 
tion bowels and kidneys, regulation exercise, 
etc., comprise the latter, and prolonged hot vaginal 
douches—at least twenty minutes length—ap- 
plications iodine, ichthyol and boroglyceride tam- 
pons, the former. 


Dr. Goffe goes far advise post-operative 
treatment, namely, douches and tampons, before ex- 
udates can palpated cases where adhesions have 
been broken up, beginning treatment about two 
weeks after operation. the exudates are certainly 
septic, treatment should consist measures ad- 
dressed the general condition, sustaining treat- 
ment, saline purgatives, particularly there any- 
thing more than local the peri- 
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toneum, diuretics and diaphoretics—the two latter 
being met saline infusions—and possibly reopen- 
ing the abdomen drain the site trouble, es- 
pecially pus present. 

Occasionally hematomata result from operative 
work, usually due incomplete hemostasis brought 
about perhaps piercing small vessel under the 
peritoneum passing suture, slipping liga- 
ture buried stump. These conditions generally 
subside under appropriate treatment, comprising rest 
bed, and local applications, though discomfort and 
pain are present for some time. Another class 
cases may present the evidences infective phle- 
bitis one more the veins the pelvis. 

Adhesions, however, are far the greatest cause 
pain persisting after operation. ‘These are caused 
rough handling peritoneal surfaces and leaving 
raw tissues uncovered peritoneum. are often 
conscious the amount abrasion the delicate 
epithelial surfaces produced, for instance, 
tempting work through very small incision, 
the separation old adhesions binding down 
uterus, ovary tube. course impossible 
some instances cover all raw surfaces from the 
nature the case; for example, removing pus 
tube buried large exudate involving rectum and 
broad ligament, and such case may become 
necessary leave portion the exudate the 
rectal wall avoid tearing it. can draw 
over enough peritoneum cover this raw surface, 
well and but often that not possible without 
too much tension, and then have ideal condi- 
tion affairs cause the formation adhesions. 
Following such cases these, adhesions are or- 
dinarily unavoidable, and are usually accompanied 
train well marked sequelz. 

The symptoms are: pain, often severe, tympanitis 
the adhesions any way implicate the bowels, 
and ranging from this complete intestinal obstruc- 
tion, dysmenorrhea, sterility, frequent micturition. 
And fact the functions any organ implicated 
the adhesions are rendered painful and difficult. 
frequently found that small constricting band 
the cause great deal suffering. 

treatment which preventive, cargile 
membrane from which much was expected, has 
proved disappointing, sterilized oil has been fre- 
quently tried well glycerine, but cannot 
now considerable vogue New York. 
simply dusted on, and said work well and 
sure results the cases have used 

Dr. Carpenter informs that 
using sterilized vaseline with good results. The 
better method, where possible, cover all raw 
surfaces with peritoneum omentum, and prac- 
tice the strictest asepsis and care handling the 
peritoneal surfaces. 

After operation something can done the 
way preventing the formation adhesions 
promoting early peristalsis, and when they are 
expected magnesium sulphate often given 
stomach tube before the patient leaves the table 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, Baltimore. 
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own practice give half ounce 
magnesium sulphate half two-thirds 
glass water, repeated three hours nec- 
essary. The first dose given usually within 
twelve hours after operation. neither first nor 
second dose acts, high enema epsom salts and 
glycerine given adjuvant. Castor oil acts 
rather well given large enough dose operate 
reasonably soon. 

the American Journal Obstetrics for 
March, physostigmine 1-160th grain three 
times day subcutaneously mentioned arti- 
cle by. Dr. Cumston being used Vogel 
promote peristalsis after operation. have tried 
two cases, but its action seemed very slow, 
taking nearly two days before evacuations began. 
Perhaps this would useful aid the usual 
cathartics given soon after operations when the 
stomach cannot retain anything. 

Later, adhesions have formed, the symptoms 
may ameliorated massaging and stretching 
them through the vagina, and the use tampons. 
The more perfect the operator’s technic, the 
fewer cases adhesion, with their train conse- 
quences, will occur. Still there will occasionally 
cases this character which, severe, may re- 
quire laparotomy sever the constricting bands 
and release the viscera, whose functions are thus 
interfered with. 

When Berlin, noticed that the majority 
operators preferred generous incisions which afford 
easy access the abdominal contents, thus helping 
prevent undue handling the organs and in- 
jury the edges the parietal peritoneum, and 
that degree lessening the tendency adhesions 
but somewhat increasing the liability hernia. 

regards frequency occurrence, have made 
number inquiries relative the percentage 
cases presenting post operative pain and disability, 
but have not received data enough draw any 
conclusions this respect. 


GENERAL DISEASES CAUSE 
DISEASES THE EYE.* 

abnormal condition the eye cause 
functional disease the nervous system and even 
organic disease certain portions the body 
has been popular subject medical literature 
for the past decade. eye strain cause 
headache, neuralgia, chorea, sleeplessness, chronic 
gastric and digestive disturbances, epilepsy, ner- 
vous prostration and insanity, have probably 
heard too much. may not unprofitable, 
therefore, look upon the other side the shield 
and read carefully what written there, particu- 
larly these days when there exist not only 
specialties, but specialties within specialties, and 
matters medical are viewed from many differ- 
ent standpoints there are specialties. 

Emphasis, where emphasis now 
due, furnished the motive for the preparation

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this paper. advance the proposition that the 
ophthalmologist general practician. other 
specialty demands such knowledge general 
systemic diseases that devoted the diagnosis 
and treatment affections the eye. mere 
recital the etiology the most important 
these affections will render this truth apparent. 

Beginning with diseases the optic nerve, 
note that optic neuritis has its starting point, 
nearly all cases, some form meningitis. 
never occurs spinal meningitis, but quite fre- 
quent basic cerebral meningitis, whether due 
injury the head tubercular disease. 
inflammation these cases travels down the in- 
ner sheath the optic nerve, along its interstitial 
connective tissue, some cases along its intrin- 
sic blood vessels, from the brain the brain mem- 
branes. From the local meningitis that attends 
intracranial tumors syphilitic disease the process 
the same, descending neuritis. Active mer- 
curialization the treatment for specific cases, and 
the sooner the diagnosis made the better the 
prognosis. 


Among other causes are: 


the disordered state the blood and readily yields 
the administration iron. 

Suppression menstruation from exposure 
cold where acute papillitis and rapid 
ness may result. Irregularity menstruation and 
the climatic period also give rise optic neuritis, 
but more chronic form. Needless say the 
treatment here should directed toward restoring 
the uterus normal action when possible. 

Rheumatism, influenza, malaria, typhoid, 
measles and scarlet fever have each occasionally 
given rise papillitis. 

lead-poisoning will produce optic 
neuritis and sudden complete blindness may occur 
connection with attack lead colic. The 
treatment for the general condition. 

Retro-bulbar neuritis usually due chronic 
nicotinism, alcoholism, both. Prohibition the 
main treatment. its acute form, rheumatism 
the usual cause, when administration the sali- 
cylates indicated. 


Atrophy the optic nerve may follow papillitis 
from any the causes before mentioned, but 
its primary form most often associated with 
tabes dorsalis. One-fifth all the cases tabes 
are afflicted with progressive optic atrophy, which 
probably the same process that attacks the 
posterior columns the cord. attacks both 
eyes, usually simultaneously, but the disease one 
eye may precede that the other from one 
four years. The sclerosis rule comes early, 
and optic atrophy may not only the first symp- 
tom tabes, but may precede all spinal symp- 
toms from two twenty years. This, together 
with two other symptoms that usually come 
early, namely, the Argyll-Robertson pupil, and the 
absence patellar reflex, enable make 
early diagnosis. This atrophy advances slowly but 
surely until there complete blindness, and hence 
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well named “progressive.” occurs also such 
diseases the brain disseminated sclerosis and 
progressive paralysis the insane. any case 
the treatment consists the management the 
causal disease. 

The retina seldom affected disease which 
limited itself alone, even the eye alone, 
but most often lesions the retina are part 
general disease, and are frequently valuable as- 
sistance the diagnosis such. diseases 
most frequently producing serious retinal compli- 
cations are diseases the kidneys, diabetes, syphilis, 
septicemia, and leukemia. 

Among ocular affections, papillitis 
ditis almost always lead retinal changes, the 
former because the interference blood supply 
produced the swelling the disc, and the latter 
account the close anatomical relationship 
the choroid and retina. Both papillitis and choroi- 
ditis, however, are usually turn dependent upon 
some general disease. 

Retinal hemorrhages, aside from the very fre- 
quent cause, trauma, are rule due altera- 
tions the blood vessels, changes the 
blood itself. They occur with comparative fre- 
quency general arteriosclerosis, nephritis, gout, 
diabetes, anemia, leukemia, purpura 
When such predisposing factors are present, the 
immediate cause often violent exertion, such 
straining stool coughing. They occur the 
result menstrual disturbances also; and the 
new born from pressure during delivery, which 
may account for many obscure cases congenital 
amblyopia. Other general causes mentioned 
authors are lead and phosphorous poisoning, jaun- 
dice, pregnancy and parturition, pernicious ma- 
laria, pyemia, and septicemia. 

Retinitis inflammatory condition 
only the result trauma. associated with 
neuritis term neuro-retinitis. All other va- 
rieties are the result degenerative atrophic 
changes, and occur largely accompaniment 
general diseases. have syphilitic retinitis, 
albuminuric retinitis, diabetic retinitis, 
tinitis, leukemic retinitis. 

choroidal, ciliary and iritic 
claimed that fully seventy-five per cent due 
constitutional syphilis, inherited 
twenty per cent gout and rheumatism, and the re- 
maining five per cent toxic and other causes, 
such lead-intoxication, gonorrhea, etc. 

this true, then the general treatment 
should our main reliance, know is. Ad- 
ministration the iodides, mercurials, salicylates 
and other internal remedies are 
mented local applications, because are treat- 
ing general condition, not simply local one. 

Primary disease the sclerotic not common 
one from any cause, but whether superficial 
deep often found persons with feeble cir- 
culation and liability catch cold. some 
cases there definite family history tubercu- 
losis; others the rheumatic diathesis present. 


The cornea the eye and the enamel the 
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teeth are both farther removed from the blood 
vessels than are any other tissues the body, 
and are, therefore, especially affected malnu- 
Both are extremely susceptible dis- 
turbances general nutrition from defective sup- 
ply, bad quality the blood. Ulceration 
the cornea always means deficient vitality, whether 
bacteria locally active the ulcer not. This 
evident badly nourished and anemic children 
and tuberculous young subjects, who are the 
greatest sufferers from this eye trouble. Where 
traumatism and the entrance micro-organisms 
cause, the disease all the worse such 
subjects. 

Parenchymatous keratitis furnishes the most con- 
spicuous example the effect general disease 
upon the eye. ordinary cause syphilis, over 
fifty per cent the cases being due inherited 
syphilis. more common girls than boys, 
and appears most frequently during the second 
dentition puberty. The condition consists 
deep infiltration the cornea without ulcer- 
ation, and manage case treating the cause. 
local remedy combination local remedies 
can effect cure this disease. 

diseases the conjunctiva alone find 
realm where local therapeutics are deemed para- 
mount; but even here find conditions that re- 
sist applications any kind, but readily yield 
free use the salicylates internally adminis- 
tered. far the most common form all in- 
flammations the conjunctiva 
conjunctivitis, which belongs 
period life. The internal administration 
tonics and general treatment conducted with due 
regard the etiology special importance here. 

Diphtheritic conjunctivitis now treated 
subcutaneous injections the antitoxine, which 
treatment has rendered the prognosis much better 
than formerly was, just has diphtheria 
the throat, any other portion the body. 

Now lastly eye strain, condition deemed 
important that our California legislature has 
recently been persuaded recognize separate 
specialty for its treatment, optometry, (which the 
way the most foolish piece legislation that 
state has ever foisted upon confiding public). ask 
that condition any way dependent upon gen- 
eral affections? Those “optometrists” who ad- 
vertise themselves eminent eye specialists have 
already announced that not. 

Asthenopia may due strain the ciliary 
the internal rectus myopia astigmatism; 
want balance other ocular muscles; 
anisometropia; each which conditions 
rectified local pilocarpine, 
exercises, operations. But many cases 
also due central nervous affection. 

Nervous asthenopia often found cases 
neurasthenia. this affection the derangements 


vision are purely functional, like all other symp- 
toms the disease, and are not dependent upon 
error refraction want muscular equili- 
brium. 


likewise not dependent upon any 
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organic disease the retina, other portions 
the visual apparatus, but consists incapacity 
the eye for any continuous exertion, spite 
there being good visual power. 

Patients will complain that after reading 
working for even short time everything becomes 
covered with cloud, that they will suffer from 
smarting watering the eyes, that brings 
headache. When strain put upon the eyes 
there usually trouble, but some cases the 
pains never entirely disappear, great sensi- 
tiveness light constantly present. This 
very common children who have been 
too closely confined their books, have not 
had enough their natural outdoor life. 

The most important and characteristic symptom 
this trouble concentric contraction the fields 
vision determined the careful use the 
perimeter. The phenomenon known the fa- 
tigue field well marked adults suffering from 
nervous asthenopia. Other nervous symptoms be- 
sides those manifest the eye are usually present, 
but not always so. 

The treatment rest the eyes from near work 
and general building the nervous system 
cold baths, open air exercise, and nourishing 
food, with administration iron, nux vomica and 
other tonics. Glasses will but little good even 
there exist some ametropia. Nervous asthenopia 
occurs also hysteria and traumatic neurosis. 
had interesting case under observation few 
months ago due the last named cause. 

September, 1904, Miss school teacher, 
came complaining attacks blurring, es- 
pecially the left eye, that would last from one 
three days and then remit. During these attacks 
she would suffer from photophobia, headache, and 
dark spots floating before the eye that would al- 
most totally incapacitate her for her work, which 
nevertheless she persisted doing, being indi- 
vidual strong will power. She had always been 
robust and healthy till two years before, when she 
was violently thrown the ground from her cart 
her horse becoming frightened railway 
train, and being brought suddenly stop run- 
ning into telegraph pole. She was considerably 
shaken up, and for six weeks was unable attend 
her duties school. Ever since that accident 
she seemed very nervous, starting every little 
noise, and suffered from insomnia and frequent 
headaches, attacks numbness the back the 
head and paresthesia the left side the face 
and head; from intense fear riding driving and 
inability concentrate her mind upon any work 
whatever. were spots anesthesia the 
left side the forehead. 

Upon examination the eyes opthalmoscopic 
changes were found either, the pupils were alike 
size and active, the cornea showing astigma- 
tism less than half dioptre, degrees, and the 
vision was each eye. The left internus was 
unsteady. The perimeter showed normal field for 
white, red and green the right eye, but there was 
concentric contraction the field the left, ap- 
proaching within degrees the fixation point. 

All the eye symptoms disappeared, together 
with abatement the other symptoms, under 
treatment for the general affection.

SESSION APRIL 17TH, 1906. 

The house was called order 8:25 
the President, Dr. Rooney. roll call thir- 
ty-eight Delegates were noted present, and there 
was quorum, the President called for the regular 
order business. The report the Secretary was 
then read. 

motion Dr. Parkinson, Sacramento, 
committee five consider and report upon all 
reports officers, was appointed the chairman 
follows: 

Dr. Parkinson, Sacramento, Chairman; Dr. 
and Dr. Maher. 

The report the Council was then read the 
Chairman, Dr. Kenyon, and referred this 
committee five. Report the auditor was read 
and referred the same committee. Reports 
committees were then called for: 

Committee Scientific Program—This commit- 
tee handed written report, but stated that the 
clinics held during the present session would 
announced later. 

Committee Public Policy and Legislation—Dr. 
Parkinson, Chairman. Dr. Parkinson’s report 
was presented and dilated upon himself ver- 
bally. dealt principally with the question 
fees for life insurance examinations, but unfortun- 
ately, have transcript his remarks full. 
Dr. Kerr discussing the remarks Dr. 
Parkinson stated that ten years ago when the New 
York Life Insurance Co., reduced its minimum fee 
from $5.00 $3.00, stated publicly that could 
see reason for the reduction, and that per- 
sonally should not accept the reduced fee. 
stated that his attitude was exactly the same now 
was then; however, was opposed attempt- 
ing coerce men and obliging them resign from 
the position insurance examiner they individ- 
ually desired accept reduced fees. 

Dr. Parkinson offered the following: 

Resolved, that the question reduction fees 
for medical examinations for life insurance com- 
panies referred the County Societies with in- 
structions take immediate action with view 
arresting this movement. 

This resolution was duly seconded and the 
discussion which followed Dr. van Zwalenburg read 
some resolutions which have been adopted River- 
side County. 

Dr. Seawell referred resolutions which had 
been passed Sonoma County Society, and said 
that all would abide the resolutions and the 
agreement, the question would solved; however, 
one member had resigned from their Society or- 
der undertake this work reduced fees. 

Dr. Ball referred agreement existing 
Orange County, and stated that all the doctors 
the county had signed this agreement, and had re- 
fused the work reduced fees.

Also amend Sec. said Art. VIII add- 
ing thereto after the sentence ‘he may continue 
become member such society’ the follow- 
ing words: ‘provided that jurisdiction first 
waived the society the county which such 
physician may reside’ that said section may read 
follows: 

‘Sec. 14. counties where not practicable 
organize County Medical Society, any member 
the profession said county may have the priv- 
ilege uniting with the society adjoining 
county, but such membership shall continue only 
during the time that organized County Medical 
Society exists that county. If, however, 
more convenient for physician who lives one 
county attend the meetings adjoining com- 
ponent society, may continue become 
member such society, provided, that jurisdiction 
first waived the society the county 
which such physician may reside.’ 

Dr. Parkinson requested unanimous consent 
introduce Dr. McKee Sacramento, for the 
purpose discussing the question medical leg- 
islation. Dr. McKee stated that anticipated 
somewhat more than the usual amount trouble 
from the introduction bills injuriously modifying 
laws relating the practice medicine this 
state the next session the legislature. 
recalled the failure defeat the anti-vaccination 
bill the last session; suggested that commit- 
tee three from each senatorial district ap- 
pointed act and with the legislative commit- 
tee and confer with representatives from each 
district. urged upon physicians and particularly 
members the society the necessity for accepting 
nominations the legislature order properly 
look after the public health and welfare the pub- 
lic. referred very graphically the patent 
medicine abuse and the fact that the efforts 
Collier’s Weekly and the Ladies Home Journal were 
not properly backed our profession. 

Dr. Briggs Sacramento, requested that the 
House Delegates endorse the Vermont law 
regard the examination the eyes school 
children. motion this was referred the com- 


mittee five already mentioned. 
The minutes the session were then read and 
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approved and motion the House Delegates ad- 
journed meet m., April 18, 1906. 

(Note: Owing the catastrophe which occurred 
5:15 m., April 18th, further sessions the so- 
ciety were held. The President, the Secretary and 
two three members the Society assembled 
the building which the sessions were have 
been held, the morning the 18th and about 
9:45 m., declared the society adjourned sine die. 
Under the Constitution and By-Laws, all officers 
will hold office until their successors are elected and 
qualified.)

Dr. Jellinek presented patient exhibiting ex- 
ceedingly interesting condition anemia which has 
been diagnosed spienic anemia Banti’s dis- 
ease. all the records and history this case 
were destroyed fire, the history, reported, was 
from memory. patient first presented himself 
the attention the recording physician some six 
eight months previously, which time was 
exceedingly anemic, the hemoglobin being only 
about per cent; red blood-corpuscles, about 200,- 
and white corpuscles less than 
Shortly thereafter developed very severe hemor- 
rhage from the stomach which occurred intervals. 
was watched very carefully and put upon 
treatment designed to, possible, build his phy- 
sical condition. the time the patient was pre- 
sented the Society, had hemoglobin about 
per cent; red blood cells about 2,000,000 and white 
cells about 1200. view the condition and diag- 
nosis, the patient subjected operation 
for the removal the spleen, about week. 

Dr. Cooper reported interesting case 
Adams-Stokes Disease, which lesion the 
bundle His was demonstrated postmortem. 
also presented two patients exhibiting the same 
phenomena and demonstrated the venous and ar- 
terial tracings. 

Dr. Hewlett demonstrated tracings show- 
ing the heart-block due administration digi- 
talis, and called attention the fact that the use 
atropin connection with digitalis might pos- 
sibly stimulate the bundle His prevent the 
occurrence heart-block cases where nec- 
essary administer digitalis and where this un- 
pleasant symptom follows such administration. 

his results the use scopolamine-morphine anes- 
thesia. result his experience believed 
that this method should receive careful attention 
our hands and that when properly followed was 
very great benefit, for even was necessary 
resort ether anesthesia, very much smaller 
amount the anesthetic would required and the 
reaction the patient would markedly less.

Measles and the 
sanitary control schools and school hygiene 
general. 

The worth and worthlessness 
hospitals controlling scarlet fever and the im- 
provement which may made hospital construc- 
tion minimize return cases. 

Diphtheria. The stationary nature its mortal- 
ity compared with other infectious aiseases. The 
influence antitoxin treatment. 

Smallpox. With illustrations its extraordinary 
prevalence pre-vaccination times. ‘The value 
hospital isolation for smallpox. 

Tuberculosis. Its remarkable dimunition re- 
sult measures ordinary sanitation. Special 
measures which are now being taken still fur- 
ther lessen the spread disease; home measures, 
consumption hospitals, sanatoria, convalescent 
homes, labor colonies, etc. 


Finally the general question the ethics dis- 
ease prevention showing the effect sanitation, 
vaccination, isolation and public health effort has 
been improve the race physically and morally 
and that the practical outcome most encouraging 
for the future.
